1915-1916 — Some  Studies  in  English  Drama 
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Article  JL.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
Woman's  Literary  Club.  Its  object  is  the  literary  and 
artistic  culture  of  its  members. 

Art.  2.  The  officers  shall  be —  ( 1 )  a  President,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  all  meetings,  to  appoint  com¬ 
mittees,  and  to  see  that  the  rules  of  the  Club  are  observed ; 
(2)  a  Vice-President,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  of  the  latter;  (3)  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  other  records  of  the  Club, 
and  conduct  all  correspondence;  (4)  a  Treasurer,  who 
shall  hold  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Club,  collect  dues  and 
fines,  and  settle  all  accounts  under  direction  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  3.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  meeting  in  February.  No  member  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  same  office  for  two  consecutive  terms. 

Art.  4.  The  membership  shall  be  limited  to  twenty. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  and  invi¬ 
tation  of  the  Club. 

Art.  5.  A  Program  Committee  of  three  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at  the  second  meeting  in  February  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent-elect.  The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  program  for  next  term. 

Art.  6.  The  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treas¬ 
urer  shall  compose  an  Advisory  Committee,  to  be  consulted 
by  the  President  in  making  appointments  and  other  execu¬ 
tive  matters. 

Art.  7.  A  meeting  shall  be  held  once  in  each 
alternate  week  from  the  second  Tuesday  in  September  to 
the  last  meeting  in  May.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
the  homes  of  the  members  in  alphabetical  order  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Club. 

Art.  8.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 
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Hg-Skuts 


Section  1.  Every  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
vote  on  all  questions  brought  before  the  Club. 

Sec.  2.  Every  member  is  expected  to  be  present  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Club.  After  three  successive  absences 
without  an  excuse,  valid  in  the  judgment  of  the  Club,  the 
name  of  the  absentee  will  be  dropped  from  membership: 
Provided,  she  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  after  the  second 
such  absence. 

Sec.  3.  A  fine  of  five  cents  shall  be  imposed  for  each 
fifteen  minutes  or  fraction  thereof  from  the  calling  to  order 
until  the  entrance  of  a  tardy  member.  The  Treasurer  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  such  fines  and  their  payment. 

Sec.  4.  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  twenty-five  cents. 
The  yearly  dues  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  5.  Programs  for  the  entire  season  shall  be  print¬ 
ed  at  the  expense  of  the  Club,  and  shall  be  distributed  to 
the  members  not  later  than  August  first. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  who  is  unable  to  perform  the 
duty  assigned  her  may  exchange  duties  with  some  member 
following  her  on  the  program.  But  three  failures  in  this 
respect  shall  be  considered  as  a  resignation  from  member¬ 
ship.  For  failure  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  her  on 
the  program,  or  to  provide  a  substitute,  a  fine  of  one  dollar 
shall  be  imposed. 

Sec.  7.  Refreshments  may  be  served  at  the  discretion 
of  the  hostess  but  shall  be  limited  to  one  simple  course. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  may  bring  to  any  meeting  one 
guest,  not  a  resident  of  Oxford:  Provided,  the  hostess  be 
notified  beforehand. 
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
